~ AGAINST THE BLACK FLAGS, 

When the great Taiping’ rebollion was 
arushed, the inaurgents in threa divi- 
sion, under command af the Princes or 
Wongas, separated, each moeting a different 
fate, One division was overwhelmed and 
deatroyed by the *Hiver-victarions Army,’ 
whoss achievements are well known in oon- 
neotion with the namo of Goneral Gorden. 
The second division fied to the West, 
aud for many years ite fate was 
runknown, until Mr-E, Colborne Baher, in his 
explorations in the provinces of Szu-chuan,* 
found proof that they had been ‘attacked 
io n° narrow mountain - pass and an- 
aibilnted by the Imporisl soldiers, The 
third division, known aa tho Black Flsga, 
fied tn the South, and established them- 
selves in the mountain region on the border 
between Chinn and Annom, Hers they 
fortificd themselves and from-their strong- 
holds sent ont bands to rob and ptan- 
der in tho surrounding cvuutry. They 
wero joiaed by many lawless daring 
spirits und soon became the terror of that 
whole region, When closely pursued on 
the Chinese side, they would pass over inta 
Anvam, and when the Annomese pressed 
them teo hard, they would re-orosa the 
bordots into Chins, They made league 
with the land and water pirates of that 
most turbulent section and wero regarded 
ag the grenteat enemies of the two conntrics 
over whoseAborders they hovered. ae 

As years went on, they increased in 
strength, levying tribute upon, and exacting 
service from, the people near then. Their 
forees were well organized and the discipline 
practised ix for auperior to thet of the 
Chinese Army. At the time of which we 
write (1871) they had not attained the 
world-wide fame which Lheir operations in 
the late Frenoh war in Tonquin gave them : 
yet they possessed the same characteristics, 
and were a formidable force to contend 
against. Their principal etrongbold waa on 
the Red Riser, the main water-way in Ton- 
quia, leading up to the borders of Yunnan, 
where they bad established a blockade and 
demanded heavy toll-from all boats passing 
op or down. Their operations, however, 
were not confined to this particalar point ; 
they descended to the plains and even to the 
sea const, spreading desolation and terror 
throughout the Jand. 

In the year mentioned (1871) a request 
osme from the King of Annam to the View. 
roy of Canton, asking for two veasels and 
some troops to assist his soldiers in foreing 
the Black Flags into subjection. The Vics- 
roy responded at once to this request and de- 
tuiled the Suitsing and the Chunhst for the 
service required. These vessels were order- 
ed to progeed frat to Chuk-shaa and there 
pmbark troops -for Haiphong on the Red 
River. For the accommedation of these 
troups a feet of war-junks accompanied the 
guntonts. On their way to Haiphong the 
gunboats steamed ahead and, as they drew 
near the celehrated Apowan, thoy encounter- 
ed a Heet of juuks, . 

*Tho first instalment of the pirates,’ said 
the Captain of the Surésing, a: he looked 
intently at them. 

*I£ “wo can eapture these it will boo 
good beginniny,”’ responded the First Lien- 
tenant, Several of them were captured, 
but the greater number escaped. 

* What band do you belong to?" asked the 
Suitsing’s mandarin of the pirates captured. 

* We belong to tho Fietezlung bugds, but 
are now under the Black Flag leadér,’ they 
replied. “ 

*Where were you going when we fell 
in with you?” - : 

“Te carry rice and other supplies to the 
Black Flags on the Red Réver,’ they an- 
ewered reluotuntly, 

“Where have the junke that. escaped 
gone ’ asked the maudarin. 

«They will. go up the river betweop 
Apowan and Fuoshin and meet bands there 
whe will relieve them of the supplies they 
carry.’ 

Here was evidence of a strong combiua~ 
tion between the Chisese pirates of the 
Gulf of Tonquin and the Black Flags, 

‘This locks Jtke serious work for us,’ 
anid one of the officers, 

“The greater ods the greater the glory 
we gain, It will be better than fighting 
the miserabie run-away rascals of the 
Canton vast,’ said anvther. = 

At Aiphoog several Annamese war- 
vessela were found, some uf which were 
under the command of European officers. 
Not one of these vassels, it was discavered, 
was in a fi¢ condition to uttempt a sen- 
voyage, and they all drew too much 
water to permit their,use in river service ; 
in fact the Aunamess Government had no 
vessel fit tur active service, aa that the 
Vieeroy’s gunboats were the only ones that 
could be depended upon, 

Entering by the Songtambac, Lachttrsi 
and Thaivinhd branchea of the river, the 
Suitsing and Chunkai accompanied the 
fleet of wer junks to Haidoung (Shuitung), 
an advance being mado at the sue time by 
the Aunamese soldiera from Ewancyen up 
the Sougku branch. The first indication of 
the enemy wae seen a short distances above 
Haidoung, where the Black Flags had a 
stockade. - 

*We shall now see how the celebrated 
Blook Flogs fight,” said one of the officers, 

“They aro making a great show of

eaw them on the parapels of the stockade, 
waving their assailants to approsch, 

Their courage soon oozed out under a few 
shells from the gunboats, With scarcely a 
pretence at resistance, they abandoned their 
stockade god were soon in full retreat 
toward the mountsias, The gunbosts pur- 
sued them along the river, passing thraugh 
very shallow water and nnrrow creeks totil 
they reached Phonansncht, where they had 
to stup for the night, : i

compliments paid them by tha gunboats, by 
| attacking them in & very dark night. This

At several pointe barriers pat down, either 
by the pirates or the Black Flags, had to be 
lorn up before the vessels could proceed, 

The stete of destitution and‘ suffering 
among the people in the. villuges passed wes 
frightful. -- The piralea and thé Black Flags' 
had ravaged the country, rohhed the poor 
people of their rice end otter food, so that 
vin many places they were sbaclutely in 4 

state of starvation, Wherever the gunboat 
moared the peozle would bring out their 
children, lay them down on the river ‘banka 
and beseech the guabvat's people to take 
them. 

‘Only giva them plenty of food undsou 
may have them,’ they would say, and then 
go away andlenvethem, hoping they would 
be taken un board. No stronger appeal for 
a stroug and righteous government, that 
wouid luok after theinterests of tha pauple 
and rid. the country of such miscreants as 
this expedition had driven away, could be 
imagined, than the condition of the people 
in these villages passed. 

Aiter getting claurof tha rivers, the troopa 
were all sent back te Chukshan, while the 
guabvats prepared to follaw the’ two pirate 
chiefs who bad left them so hastily by aight.
